‘To say, * fam holy, but my ciretimstances do not per- 
mitof my taking time to be useful,” is to say, * Tain holy, but Eat not holy.” 


To be holy, one must-cultivate his own heart. This needs much searching: 


ofthe Scriptures, much reflection, much prayer, much religious conversation, 
the frequent reading of devotional books, Each requires time ; all require much 
tine, | 

Ife who says, “] am hurried now, I have but little time to attend to these 
things,” inay, perhaps, be a Christian, but unless Providence has placed him in 
Circumstances exceedingly peculiar, he cannot be distinguished for his piety, 
We almost venture the assertion that no one ever became eminently holy who 
did not take much tune for this purpose. We do fearlessly assert, if there ever 
Was such a case, it must have been an exception to the common rule. God has 
not usually dealt thus with his saints. [tis true we oceasionally see geniuses, 
but who ever thinks of making a genius his model: Ordinarily God bestows 
ho blessing without labor; and the greater the blessing sought, the greater the 
labor required. He is on an eutirely false track who thinks he can obtain all 
by faith, True, the commencement ofa holy life is faith; every increase of this 
‘ite is from an increase of” faith; every lack is from a lack of faith, 
just as true, that faith without works is dead. it cannot exist. know a 
tainister of the rospel, who says that to believe is constitutionally easy for him, 


Who nevertheless values. his opportunities for personal Tabor as much for the 
“good they do hin as for the good they enable lim to do to others, Te has 
repeatedly affirmed that did he not thus Iibor, he could notexereise faith. Nor

God keeps lis children momentarily 


dependent upon himself, Man has naturally a love of independence and sell- 
support, and the Christian under the influence of this bias, often finds himseli 


seeking, as it were, on xecumulation of grace, a supply beforehand, just as the 


man of the world lays up earthly treasures. But in this, God Gisappoints us. 


ife ever wishes to have his children maintain their true position, viz., that of 
humble dependence on him. The rich deposit of grace is all his own, and 1s 
preserved in his hands; we must draw on him for daily supplies. And he 
bestows not merely according to our desires, but according to our necessities, 
just as the wise parent gives or withholds as prudence dictates. When we ask 
only for what is agreeable to God’s will, we have just what we ask for, But 
if we go beyond this, and nourish our own desires, we may expect to be disap- 
pointed. The error into which we fall, of asking too much, of over-reaching in

our desires, might be comparatively innocent, if it did not lead in its results, by 
reason of our disappointment, to sinful complaining and: murmuring. Let us 
not be disappointed, my triend, if we find ourselves the same needy children 


to-day, that we were vesterday. Let us not be disippointed, if after seeking . 


» large supply of grace, we find ourselves in possession of only as much as we 
had need of for to-day’s duties and trials. Let us not murmur if we are left 
continually to feel our own weakness and dependence, We have a promise 


broad enough for any emergency, “ As thv days, so shall thy strength be.” Let 


us ever Keep this in mind, and not measure the burden of some future trial, by 
our present strength. Tf we have not to-day a martyr’s glowing energy, it 1s 
heeruse no martyr’s sacrifice is required. When God shall say to us, * Take 
now thy son, thine only son,” &e.,we may be sure of grace to vield and to obey. 
God tries us by the present moment. It is with reference to the present tine 
that he approves or condemns. Let us be content to be fed spiritually as 
the ravens, day by day. Like them we are children of the air, whieh God in- 
habits, and God can at any moment waft us a gale of plenty, if our necessities 
demand, Let us be willing to pick up the crumbs: to do little errands; to live 
n our lot, however humble. God appoints just what is best for us. ‘The hum- 
He path is perhaps the only one in which we can walk safely.

PERS ONAL EXPERIENCE.

But | have sotnetines heen left to very confused ideas, both in 
regard tomy experience relative to the blessing, and even in regard 
to the theory itself. For two or three years, my mind was strongly 
tinetured with that view of the subjcet which annihilates. the dis- 
tinction between Justification and Sanctification — or, the work 
of regeneration, as commenced in the soul, at the time of. its 
conversion, and its completion, in the work of entire renewal in 
the image of Christ. But T have been effectually rescued ; and 
now [ esteem it not ouly a privilege, but a duty, to bear my testi 
mony, feeble though it may be, against this, one of the most suc- 
cessful devices of the devil to kee » souls out of the ble ssing} of 
perfect love. While entertaining this view. T frankly acknowledge 
that [ never made any headavay in the attainment of full salvation : 
and [never knew any one that did. It was Brother Stearus’ com- 


munication upon this subject, published in the Guide sometime since.

But [ come, now, to speak more particularly of the dealings of 
God with my soul fora short time past. For | confidently believe 
that God has now set me ri: cht, experimentally as well as nigt 
ically.

And vet upon. the second 
day of the meeting, God rolled upon my soul a powerful COMVIC- 
tion for the blessing of entire sanctification : at the same time fully 
lpressing my with the fact, that I had never vet cl »joved 
the blessing. T sought it earne stly, diligently. For two days, thie 
contest with the powers of darkness was severe indcéed, but God 
gave me the victory, and | hardly need tell you that it was very 
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sweet when it came. The severity of the strugele was not owing 
anv unwillingness to make the needful sacrifice, for T could 
most readily put all upon the altar. The great ditheulty was that 
[ was so “slow of heart to believe.” — Faith was presented to me 
as am act of stepping off.of all human dependence upon the naked 
promise of the Savior, Long did the adversary atihet my soul 
with the sugvestion, that there was some uneertumty after all, 
whether T should be saved. aif did) veature upon Christ.
